Section I. 

SHADE AND FINE FOLIAGE TREES. 

Pfices : in bamboos^ 25 cents 'per plant ; from beds, 

20 cents per plant. 

Adenanthera pavonina (Bead Tree) : One of the red sandal- 
woods. A large, beautiful tree for shade and 
foliage. Suitable also for dry regions. 

Artocarpus nobilis (Wild Breadfruit) : A large, quick growing 
tree ; very handsome, and of spreading habit. 

A. integrifolia (Jak) : A large tree, affording considerable 
shade, and yields a good timber. Fruits edible. 
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Cananga odorata {Ilang-Ilang) ; A large, quick growing tree, 
and yields ylang-ylang ” by distillation. 

Canariuju commune (Java Almond) : A handsome tree, with 
buttress roots. The kernels of the fruits are 
edible. 

Castauospermum australe (Moreton Bay Chestnut) : Moderate 
sized, handsome tree, bearing large, peculiar 
fruits. The seeds similar in appearance to 
chestnuts. 

Cassia siamea (Wa) ; Large, quick growing tree, of handsome 
' appearance, and yields a useful timber ; also a 
good flowering tree. 

Casuarina equisetifolia (She- Oak) : A tall, quick growing tree, 
more adapted to the dry regions. Planted 
largely for fuel. 

Cyathocalyx zeylauicus (Kekala) : A tall, quick grower, of 
graceful habit. 

Cynometra ramiflora : A useful shade tree, and of handsome 
appearance. 

Filicium deoipiens (PeMmbiya) : Moderate sized tree, of orna- 
mental appearance, and known as the fern tree. 

Garcinia Cambogia (Goraka) : A medium sized tree, of 
spreading and dropping habit. Very handsome 
when in fruit. The tree has medicinal proper- 
ties also. 

Grevillea rohusta (Silky or Silver Oak) : A medium sized tree, 
and used considerably up-country as shade for 
tea. Yields a useful fuel. 

Mesua fcrrea (Iron Wood Tree or Na ”) : A moderate 
sized tree, of pyramidal shape, the young leaves 
being crim.son in colour. Of slow growth, 

Michelia Champaca (Sapu of Champac) : A tall evergreen 
tree, with sweetly scented yellow flowers. 
Affords good timber and fuel. 

Myristica laurifolia (Wild Nutmeg) : A large tree, of spreading 
habit. Suitable also for dry regions, 

Myroxylon toluiferum (Balsamum) (Balsam of Tolu) : A large, 
ornamental foliage tree, and useful for timber 
and fuel 
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Myroxylon Pereirae (Balsam of Peru) : A large handsome 
shade tree, affording a useful timber. The tree 
yields a gum resin also. 

Parkia biglandulosa : A large, handsome tree, of pinnate 
foliage. The wood is very brittle. 

P. Roxburghii : A large, erect growing tree, and remarkably 
handsome ; with a clear, smooth stem. 

Pithecolobium Saman (Rain Tree) : Large tree of spreading 
habit, commonly planted on roadsides for shade 
purposes, and of handsome appearance. 

Pometia eximia (Gal-mora) : A tall and straight, handsome 
tree, of spreading habit. 

Pterocarpus indicus (Padouk) : A very large, handsome tree, 
of spreading habit, bearing yellow flowers and 
pecuhar pods. A valuable timber tree. 

Sandoricum mdicum (Santol) : A large, erect growing tree, 
with pinnate leaves. The fruits are edible. 

iSapium indieum (Kiri makolu) : Rather small, handsome tree, 
of wiJ low-like habit. The juice is poisonous. 

Sterculia Balanghas (Nawa) : A useful, ornamental tree, of 
moderate size, the seeds being poisonous. 

Tamarindus indica (Tamarind) : A large, handsome tree ; 

grows best in the dry regions. A useful timber. 

Terminalia Bellerica (Bulu) : A large, handsome tree, affording 
a good shade. 

Thespesia populnea (Tulip Tree or Suriya) : A medium sized 
tree, with numerous yellow bell-shaped flowers. 
Suited to the dry regions also. 

Trachylohium verrucosum (Copal Tree) : A large, handsome, 
ornamental tree of Madagascar. 

Price : in bamboos, 50 cents per plant 

Diospyros Embryopteris (Timbiri) : A moderate sized ever- 
green tree, with handsome dark green foliage. 
Source of the Tunuka oil of Lidia. 

Enterolobium cyclocarpum : A tall and handsome, feather - 
leaved tree. Bears peculiar twisted pods. 

Heritiera littoralis (Looking-glass Tree) : A large tree, afford- 
ing dense shade, and of handsome appearance. 
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Hura crepitans (Sand Box Tree) : A large branching, orna' 
mental tree, and bearing peculiar shaped fruits. 
The seeds contain a purgative oil. 

Orrnosia dasycaipa (Necklace Tree) : Mediumsized, handsome 
tree, bears bright red seeds with a black blotch. 
Used for buttons, necklaces, &o. 

Pangium edule (Pangi) : A large tree, with spreading head and 
large heart-shaped leaves. Bears large brown 
woody fruits. 

Swietenia macrophylla (Large-leaved Mahogany) : A hand- 
some, upright tree, with large pinnate leaves, 
and suited to the dry regions. 

Swietenia Mahagoni (Mahogany) i A handsonre, ornamental 
tree; useful for avenues. Yields an excellent 
timber. 

Tectona grandis (Teak) : A tall, erect tree, producing the 
teak timber of commerce. Very ornamental 
when in flower. 

Valeria acuminata (Hal) : A large and handsome tree, with 
spreading branches, and yields a useful hard 
timber.

Bombax malabaricum (Katu-Imbul or Red Cotton Tree) : 

Large, handsome tree. Produces large, scarlet, 
fleshy flowers.

Brownca macrophylla : Moderate sized tree, with large, dense 
heads of rose-coloured flowers.

C, nodosa : Fairly large tree, strikingly handsome when in 
flower. Bears bright pink flowers in profusion 
from May to June. 

Couroupita guianensis (Cannon Ball Tree) : Moderate sized 
tree, bearing peculiar pinkish flowers. The fruits 
arc largo and round, 8 in. to 9 in. in diameter, 

Crescentia Cujete (Calabash Tree) : Small tree of peculiar habit, 
and curious globular fruits of yellowish colour, 

Eugenia malaccensis (Malay Apple) : Moderate sized, handsome 
tree,with crimson flowers. Also a useful fruit tree. 

Gliricidia maculata (Madre) : Small tree of rapid growth, 
bearing pinkish purple flowers in profusion. 
Deciduous during flowering season of April and 
May. Also a useful shade tree. 

Kleiiihovia hospita : Low branching tree, with pink and rose- 
coloured flowers. Grows well in low-country. 
Quick grower, 

Lagerstroemia Flos-reginae (Pride of India) : Fairly large 
tree. Bears handsome mauve-coloured flowers. 
In flower the greater part of the year. Also a 
beautiful pink form.

Flowering 
periods usually June and November. 

Parkia Biglandulosa : A large, handsome tree, with pinnate 
foliage, peculiar flowers, and large pods. 

Peltopborum fen'ugineiim t A large tree of quick growdh, with 
spreading branches, useful for avenues. Large 
golden yellow flowers borne in fqnkcs. 
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Plumeria acutifoiia (Temple Tree) : A small, spreading, 
succulent tree, with sweet-smelling white flowers.

April. 

P. rubra : Similar to above, flowers crimson.
